It ta "a going con­ 
cern," and you ran bet your last 
dollar th a t the JewlAh people will 
m aintain It at all hazards. 
Dr. Bunche has reported to tile 
U. N. in Paris th a t Israel can’t be 
destroyed "by any means other than 
force of sufficient strength to com­ 
pletely crush the Jews in Palestine." 
W iitre is such a force coming from? 
The Jews are determined fighters 
who have shown themselves able to 
cope with any Arab armies <also 
excellent and brave soldiers) likely 
to be sent against them The only 
other source of strength would be 
the United Nations, and the peace 
organization isn't going to destroy 
anybody. Its business isn t to destroy 
but preserve.

This doesn’t mean th at the Israeli 
government Isn’t prepared to nego­ 
tiate over the final boundaries. As a 
m atter of fact Israel is anxious to 
acquire the Negev area originally 
awarded it by the U N assembly In 
1947 but assigned to the Arab nation 
of T rans-Jordan in the revised plan 
prepared by mediator Count Polke 
Bernadotte Just before he was as­ 
sassinated. 
Undoubtedly Israel will negotiate, 
but the immutable circumstance to 
remember is th a t the Jewish nation­ 
al home has come to stay.
